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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fomns the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1,3,4,6,7,9-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Roach et al 5,434,394 in view of Robinson 5,915,022 and Applicant's cited 
literature by Morisawa, "Proposal for a processing model for a distributed processing 
system", 17 May 1996, Vol. 96 No. 41, pages 17-24. 

Roach et al teach automated methods for ordering products online through a 
salesclerks terminal or POS terminal and wherein the purchaser selects items from a 
display and transmits an order and a customer ID, and further wherein several 
authentication and identification information elements are generated and transmitted 
between the order receiving system and the remote shop ordering system to effect the 
transaction. Specifically, Roach et al teach product ordering system comprising a 
salesclerk terminal (point of sale terminal), an order reception system (main processor) 
and a shop ordering system (warehouse processor), wherein the main processor and 
warehouse processor communicate to process the order by receiving the order, 
generating and registering the order info and ID, and transmitting to each other and the 
sales terminal. Roach et al further provide that the order processing system integrates 
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the processing functions between the three processors in order to enable processing in 
the shortest possible time. Although Roach et a! clearly teach generating various data 
and transaction files (see Figs. 1, 4a-5; col. 4, lines 32-40), they fail to specifically teach 
generating a registration address or URL between the sales terminal, order reception 
system, and shop ordering system. Robinson clearly teaches that in a product ordering 
system it is well known to generate and transmit URL addresses (col. 7, lines 63-67). 
Accordingly, since Roach et al contemplate a remote system and further, discuss 
personal computers (col. 3, line 44) and "Compuserve" (col. 4, line 5) which would 
indicate a contemplation of the use of the internet, it would have been obvious to modify 
the system of Roach et al by also generating a URL or registration address throughout 
each transaction in addition to the customary transaction files generated by Roach. 

Further, while Roach et al teach the product ordering system discussed above 
having an integration of point of sale and warehouse processing functions through a 
main processor in the "shortest possible time", Roach et al fail to teach a simultaneous 
order system between the main processor and warehouse processor as claimed. 
However, Applicant's cited literature by Morisawa, as discussed in the concise 
explanation submitted with the IDS, teaches a "simultaneous order registration for two 
order placement systems by means of a single operation". Accordingly, it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the processing systems of 
Roach et al to maximize the short time frame desired by providing simultaneous 
registration as taught by Morisawa. 
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Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 5/22/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. As set forth above, it is maintained that the combination of Roach, 
Robinson and Morisawa teach the claimed invention. It is respectfully submitted that 
the Robinson patent teaches generating URLs as discussed above, which would 
motivate one of ordinary skill to generate any number of URLs as desired pursuant the 
transaction. Furthermore, Applicant's argument that the personal computers or 
Compuserve system of Roach would not be considered the same as a salesclerk 
terminal is not persuasive, since the POS terminal may be reasonably considered to be 
any terminal at which the consumer initiates a purchase (sale). Accordingly, claims 
1,3,4,6,7,9-13 stand rejected.
